Some of the most prominent lawyers 


In this oountrj and representatives of 
the legal profession from other coun- 
tries will gather iu Buffalo early in 
September to attend the conferences of 
the American Bar association and the 
International Law association. 


The names and reputations of many 


of the leading American delegates arc 
well known. Tho Kuglish representa- 
tives, however, aro moti who have sel- 
dom if ever crossed the ocean. At oacli 
of those conferences England Is repre- 
sented by some of her best lawyers. 
Lord Chief Justice Kusscll was a dole- 
gate to cue of those gatherings a year 
or two ago. 


This year tho English delegation is 


headed by tho Hon. Sir William Rann 
Kennedy, justice of fho queen's bench 
division, high court of justice. He will 
read a paper before the American Bar 
association and deliver the Inaugural 
address as chairman of tho eighteenth 
conference of the International Law 
association. 


Justice Kennedy is a Cambridge man 


and has an honorable record at the 
university as a medal winner and sen- 
ior classic. He was called to the bar 
from Lincoln's Inn and, entering into 
active practice in Liverpool, made a 
specialty of maritime and commercial 
law. 
He wrote a learned work on 


"Law of Civil Salvage," which has 
been accepted as a standard treatise ou 
a complex branch of law. In politics 
lie was an earnest Liberal and unsuc- 
cessfully contested Birkenbead in two 
elections and subsequently St. Helens, 
but has never succeeded in entering 
parliament. 
After "taking silk" in 


London 
he was appointed to the 


queen's bench by Lord Horscholl. 


Justice Kennedy is one of the youn- 


gest men on the queen's bench, being in 
his fifty-fourth year and at the ma- 
turity of bis powers. As a barrister

he had a wide range of practice, and 
on the bench he has proved himself to 
be a sound, conservative jurist. 


life scholarly tastes, which were de- 


veloped at Cambridge, have enabled 
him to write a standard work of law 
and have also interested him in those 
abstract questions •tthich are cCSisid- 
cred at international law conferences. 
He will preside with keen intelligence 
and stately dignity over the BuU'alo 
conference, for ho is pre-eminently a 
student of commercial and internation- 
al law. 


Accompanying Justice Kennedy will 


be Mr. Joseph Walton, Q. C. lie was 
educated at the Jesuit college of Stony- 
hurst. A sincere Roman Catholic in 
religion and an uncompromising Rad- 
ical in politics, be has uot secured a 
place on tho English bench to which 
his eminent talents as a barrister have 
entitled him. 
He practiced for sev- 


eral years In Liverpool, the groat 
school of English commercial law, and 
is one of the leaders of the English 
bar, with an immense practice in Lon- 
don. 


In his own specialty, which is mari- 


time and company law, he is a strong 
advocate, with remarkable lucidity of 
mind, and he Is one of the most genial 
men In the profession. 
He will take 


an important part in the discussions 
of the conference of international law 
and will also read a paper on "Legal 
Education" before the American Bar 
association. 


Another delegate is Mr. Thomas Gil- 


bert Carver, Q. C., who will take an 
active part In the Buffalo conference. 
He took high rank at St. John's col- 
lege, Cambridge, and practiced law for 
17 years In Liverpool before going to 
London, where he has won a great 
reputation in commercial and marl- 
time cases. 


Mr. Carver's chief interest in the 


conference lies in the adoption of a 
new code of rules In marine insur- 
ance, by which American, English and 
continental practice may be brought 
Into accord and uniformity without 
legislation. The system which he ad- 
vocates deals with (mints on which 
serious differences occur in the law 
and practice of maritime countries and 
If the proposed rules are incorporated 
In policies will operate by contract, 
like the York-Antwerp rules, to pre- 
vent conflicts In marine Insurance law. 


Mr. Carver took a prominent part In 


the last conference of the International 
Law association, and he will explain 
bis new rules at both meetings to be 
held in Buffalo.

HOUSEHOLD SOAPS. 


•*w to Hake • Goo4 Article art Teir 


Small Eip*M*. 


A capital soap for housecleanlng and 


clothes washing; purposes is made in 
the following way: Procure a half 
pound tiu of !W per cent of caustic soUa 
(which may be obtained from a gro- 
cer). which will cost about 12 cents, 
and put it in a Urge basiu or other 
eart lieu ware 
vessel 
containing one 


quart of cold water. 
By stirring It 


w ill iustautly get very hot. Let it stand 
till cool. This is called "soda lye." 
In 


a larger earthenware vessel melt three 
pounds of any kind of fat without salt, 
and for this purpose sa\e all refuse fat 
or gicase of any kind from the table, 
melted and the pure f«t strained off. 


Allow it to cool until it just begins 


to bet, au.l then pour the soda lye iuto 
it iu a continuous stream, stirring until 
It becomes like honey. Then pour the 
mixture into a wooden liox capable of 
holding sis pounds of soap. The box 
should previously be liued with a piece 
of damp calico. Well cover it up with 
a piece of old blanket and let It stand 
until noxt day In a cool place to set, 
when jou will have six pounds of pure 
soap at a cost of about 1- cents for 
caustic soda, plus tbe price of fat, 
which has the advantage of bleaching 
calico without injuring the fabric.

umbrellas uml sioim coats IB made of 
two parts of turpentine, three parts of 
linseed oil nnd one part of powdered 
litharge.

gether thoroughly and boil In a water 
bath Unit is, iu a vessel floating in 
boiling water -the same as the cabinet 
maker melts his glue. When the var- 
iii-di Is thuioiighly boiled so that every 
port Is dissol\od, remove it from the 
sUne anil apply with a brush while 
waiiu. 
It should la- painted over tho 


article to be. varnished with the same 
can- as if it were paint. 
If It is no 


umbrella, o|x>n It wide and spread the 
Minnsh Miioutlily. After it has dried a 
second coat mi'y be applied If needed. 


Wheu the \arnlt>h has dried, it will 


not be stilt and cracky, but will show 
great elasticity. This \ariiish can be 
emplojed iu a great variety of ways. 
Ordinary cloth can be varnished with 
It two or throe times, and It will be 
waterproof and almost as serviceable 
as ollslvlu or waterproofing cloth. Old 
rubber coats that have begun to leak 
i an be renewed by giving them a paint, 
ing with this waterproof varnish.

can be kept on band for a long time 
for general use. 
All that is needed 


w lieu required for some special work 
is to beat It up again to the proper 
temperature,—New Voice. 


How to Glenn White Good*.

How to Make Tomato Wine. 


First take your ripo tomatoes and 


cook tliem in euough water tb let tho 
Juices flow. Then squeeze the fruit, 
and to each b.ilf gallon of juice allow 
one quart of water, ind to each gallon 
when mixed add U'i pounds of sugar. 
Set the wine, in a cask to ferment. 
After the lees siuk to the bottom strain 
off tho wine, and, if required, add 
more sugar. Sot to ferment again, and 
afterward clarify the wine with isin- 
glass.

Christians arrived iu Japan and they 
were Roman Catholics. 
Tho people 


at that period welcomed the white 
people to their shoie-s. opened th"ii 
homes to them and also opened an 
extensive commeice with them. 
The 


Catholic priests sent out to conveit 
the Japanese, met with a great suc- 
cess and thousands of the people of 
Japan were made Christians. 


The imperial government after a 


time became distrustful of the priests 
and afraid of the immense influence 
they had acquired and deteimined to 
banish them. 
Therefore an edict of 


banishment was issued against the 
priests, and the Japanese who had 
already been converted were wained 
to give up their religion or they 
would be ciucified. 
Many did give 


up the Christian religion but there 
were also many who would not. and 
they perished for their Christian be- 
lief. 


"My friends, that is why it was 


so haul for the Chiistian people of 
the early part of this century to get 
into Japnn. The paople thought that 
the Christians wero trying- to get 
hold of their government and 
tor 


that reason Christians were foibid- 
den the countiy. In 1S54 tiie great 
Commodore Periy visited Japan for 
the purpose of making- a treaty with 
that country and establishing a com- 
merce between that people of Japan 
and the 
Americans. 
After 
much 


trouble, this end was accomplished 
and how thankful the Japanese peo- 
ple today are for that treaty. 
The 


good Christian missionaries of the 
protestant faith went among the peo- 
ple and won their hearts by their 
kind and loving- ways, and by inter- 
course with the great nations of the 
world, Japan has been lifted from 
the darkness of Confucianism, Budd- 
hism, Sliintoi?m and other idoltar- 
ous faiths, till she is now one of the 
leading- nation-, of tho earth.

NEW SMOKE CONSUMER. 


The Chicago and Rock Island com- 


pany is making smoke consumers of 
all its passenger engines, much to 
the delight of passengers. The meth- 
ods adopted are as follows: In the 
fire-box of the engine is built a hol- 
low brick arch. 
Below this, 
and 


about a foot above the grates, are 
bored four holes in the sides of the 
fire-box. In each of these holes is 


inserted a Sharp'* patent deflecting 
air tube, connecting with the hollow 
arch. Through these tubes the out- 
side air is drawn in, and, after being 
heated, is allowed to mix with the 
unconsumed gases or hydrocarbons. 
By this mixing the gases are trans- 
formed into a perfect state of com- 
bustion and in this state they are 
consumed and thoroughly disposed 
of.

BURNING OF AN ORPHANAGE 


IN NEW YORK. 


(Yearly All of the Inmates Rescued 


by Heroism of Sisters—Fire 


Was Incendiary. 


New York, Aug. 28.—The entire 


jroup of buildings, with the excep- 
ion of the hospital, which comprised 
he convent of St. Agnus nnd or- 
)hanage in charge of the Dominican 
listers, situated about half a mile 
rom Sparkill, Rocklaud county, was 
turned early today and, as far as is 
mown, five lives were lost and 
nany were injured, two of whom 
vill probably die. 


The fire started in the lavatory at 
he northwest corner of the group of 
mil dings, nine in number, which 
accd the road to the south. It soon 
ommunicated to building Ho. 1, 
which was occupied by the older 
toys. 


The lads were quickly awakened 


md soon rushed to building No. 2, 
and in this manner were as quickly 
massed through the nine buildings 
md the sisters in charge of ench 
oon had all the occupants of the 
dormitories out of bed. 
Along the 


ick of the buildings a covered arch- 


way extended the entire length of 
he structures, and from this arch- 
way the entrances to the several 
lulldings opened. The fire cat its 
way with extraordinary 
swiftness 


hrough this arched hall way, which 
cted as a flue, and the flames were 
anned by n northwest breeze which 
orced them- onward in their destruc- 
ive work. 
The work of getting the children 
ut of the building was heroically 
terforraed by the sisters in charge, 
,bly 
assisted by some nurses and 


aonitors as well as many of the old- 
r boys. People from the surr^und- 
ng neighborhood also helped in the 
work of rescue. 
The alarm of fire 


was sent by telephone to the nearest 
owns, but when the fire company 
rom Pieremont arrived all but the 
lospital building had been demolish- 
d. All of the children were taken 
ut alive hut two little tots, Helen 
trown, aged six years, and Emma 
Mackin, seven years old, died of con- 
vulsions after they had been rescued. 
?herso> Murphy, sixteen years old, a 
monitor, also was lost. 


The Murphy girl escaped with the 
ist of the inmates but went back 
o save others and perished. 
An aged woman nurse, known as 
'ane, is supposed to have perished in 
he building. All the^tKer inmates 
have been accounted for. Kate Mac- 
Cartby, a servant, died about noon 
rom shock. 
Six of the sisters jumped from the 


lecond, third and fourth floors of the 
buildings, but only one of them was 
dangerously injured. 
* 


This is Sister Bertraiid, who is suf- 


fering from concussion of the spine. 


Sister Marie is severely, burned 


and Sister Catherine had an arm 
>roken. Sister Sienna, who assisted 
n the worl: of rescue, showing won- 
derful courage, collapsed after the 
children were gotten out and remain- 
id unconscious for several hours. 


Sister Agnes, who climbed out of a 


fourth story window, had a miracu- 
lous escape from injury and possible 
death. After climbing out of the 
window she took hold of the swing- 
ing shutter and after swinging her- 
self free of the.building dropped to 
the ground and alighted without ap- 
parent injury. 


In all there were 3#j children, of 


whom sixty were girls, in the insti- 
tution when the fire broke out. There 
were also forty sisters in charge un- 
dere the 
direction of Reverened 


Mother Peters. 


Most of the children were sent to 


the orphanage through the Gerry so- 
ciety and police magistrates. 
All of 


tho sisters and children, as well as 
Hie wounded, are being taken care of 
h.t the Blauvelt convent, which is 
about two miles from the scene of the 
conflagration. About twenty-five 01 
the children received injuries, non< 
of which tho doctors think will provi 
fatal.

M. BERTILLON IS PULVERIZED 


BULK OF TESTIMONY WAS IN 


FAVOR OF ACCUSED. 


MERCIER IS YET IN RENNES 


iAPTAIN FBEYSTAETTER IS A 


MARKED MAN. 


Rennes, Aug. 28.—When the fourth 


week of the second trial by 
court 


martial of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, 
of the artillery, charged with treason, 
opened in the Lycee building this 
morning General Mercier, who was 
minster of war when Dreyfus was 
first tried, in 1804, was present, as 
usual, in the front row of the wit- 
lesses" seats, thus definitely settling 
at rest the reports as to his having 
fled to the Island of Jersey and as to 
lis arrest. 


The iirst witness called today was 


M. Paray-J:ival, the 
draughtsman, 


whose evidence was interrupted Sat- 
urday by the adjournment of the 
ourt. 
M. Paray-Javnl was called by the 


defeiiso to refute the

by 


vhich M. Alphonse Bertillon, chief 
if the ontbropometric department of 
lie Paris prefecture of police, last 
week attempted to prove that the 


risoner wrote the famous bordereau 


in a disguised hand and by means of 


key word, "interest," and that it 


ould not have been written by Es- 
erhazy, although the document was 
n n handwriting resembling that of 
Isterhazy. 
With the aid of a blackboard M. 
'aray-Javal demonstrated 
the fal- 


acy of M. Bertillon's calculations 
nd criticised the latter's unfairness 
n not subjecting Esterlmzy's hand- 
writing to the same tests as the prls- 
ner's writing. At the same time the 
draughtsman declared that even if 


:. Bertillon had done so the results 


would not have proved anything. 


FIELD DAY FOR EXPERTS. 


In brief, the morning's session may 


said to have been a field day for 


he handwriting experts, who devot- 
d themselves to demolishing 
one 


nother's evidence. 
The public fol- 


owed the depositions listlessly, but 
he judges and counsel listened with 
he greatest attention. 
General Murcier did not seem to be 
'ery cheerful today. He hardly said 
a word to General Gonse the whole 
morning, but during the brief sus- 
pension of the court's session he and 
Generals Gonse and Roget walked up 
ind down the court yard 
of 
the 


Lycee, engaged in conversation. 


General De BoisdefTre was not pres- 
nt In court today. He has been ab- 
ent from the past few sessions and 
t is rumored here that he is desir- 
ius of leaving the sinking ship to 
he general staff. 
The center of interest in the court 
rard was Captain Freystaetter, of 
he marine infantry, who testified so 
'avorably to Dreyfus on Saturday 
and who seemingly gave the lie to 
Colonel Maurel, who was president of 
he court martial of 1894, in a most 
mportant feature of the latter's evi- 
dence. 


The captain, dressed in a 
blue- 


>lack tunic, indigo blue trousers nnd 
wearing his five decorations, held a 
veritable reception of his 
friends, 


who pressed around him and shook 
is hand. 
FREYSTAETTER OSTRACIZED. 
These friends, however, were all 


civilians. 
Not a single uniformed 


officer spoke to him, which is the 
first -fruit of his frankness and a 
clear indication of the determination 
of the military clique to ostracize 
liim. 


When the two first witnesses had 


testified and argued against M. Ber- 
tillon's system, it was the opinion*of 
ihe sympathizers of Dreyfus that if 
the statements of the witnesses were 
correct they had simply pulverized 
M. Bertillon. 


The latter wished to reply, but the 


president of the court, Colonel Jou- 
aust, declined to allow the special- 
ist to go over his evidence again 
taking the ground that the 
trial 


would never end if every expert did 
the same. 


THE CLOWN OF THE SHOW. 
An amusing scene followed. 
M 


Bertillon pleaded that lie had a per- 
sonal statement to make and mount- 
ed the platform. But ho had hardly 
uttered - half a . dozen words 
when 


Colonel Jouaust saw he was merely 
regrinding his evidence, and, to the 
great satisfaction of the 
audience 


curtly told the specialist to leave 
platform, which he did discomflUed 


-M. Tossontere's testimony ft gains 


Dreyfus followed, and then M. Cha 


vary, the expert who had previous- 
ly declared Dreyfus was the authoi 
of the bordereau, was called to the 
witness bar. 
His testimony proved 


to be of the greatest interest, as he 
came to confess he had made an erroi 
and said he was now convinced that 
Esterhazy, and not Dreyfus, wrote 
the bordereau. 
This announcement 


made a deep impression on the court 
and was greeted with a general mur- 
mur of satisfaction. 
WHO WROTE THE BORDEREAU? 


The next expert, M. Pelletier, also 


testified favorably to Dreyfus. 


M. Couard, another expert, then de- 


posed that as the result of his ex- 
amination he had become convinced 
that the bordereau was not written 
by Esterhazy, but he could not say 
it was written by Dreyfus, because 
lie lind not seen the prisoner's hand- 
writing-. 


This witness kept the court in a 


continual roar of laughter by the ex- 
:raordinary 
modulations 
of 
his 


voice, misplaced emphasis and ges- 
tures. 


The finnl witness, M. Varinaml, 


maintained the declaration he had 
mnde before the court of cassation, 
.hat the bordereau was not written 
jy Esterhazy. 


Colonel Jouaust then 
announced 


that M. De Freycinet, who resigned 
.s minister of wnr May G, of 
the 


present year, and who was succeeded 
>y M". Krantz, who in turn was suc- 
ceeded by General do Marquis 
dc 


lallifet on the downfall of the Dtipuy 
ninistry, would be among the wit- 
lesses tomorrow, and the 
session 


"loscd with a request llmt a rogatory 
commission be sent to Colonel Du 
'aly de Clam, whose illness prevents 
lis attendance in court, to which 
lolonel Jouaust agreed. 


This step does not satisfy the dc- 
ense. but they acquiesce to the com- 
mission taking Du Paty de Clam's 
estimony on the principle that half 
a loaf is better than no bread.

He wrote a Iwimod work on 


"Law of Civil Salvage," which lia 
been accepted as a standard treatise on. 
a complex branch of law. In politics 
lie wns nu earnest Liberal and unsuc- 
cessfully contested Birkenhcad In two 
elections aud subsequently St. Helens, 
but has never succeeded in entering 
parliament.

lie was appointed (o the 


queen's bench by Lord Hcrschcll. 


Justice Kennedy Is one of the'youn- 


gest men on tbe queen's bench, being In 
Ills (ifty-fourth year aud at the ma- 
turity of Ills powers.

on tho bench he lias proved himself to 
IK* a sound, conservative jurist. 


lite scholarly tastes, which were de- 


veloped at Cambridge, have enabled 
him to write a standard work of law 
nnd have also Interested him In those 
abstract questions which an; ciSisUi- 
tM'ctl at international law conferences. 
Ho will preside with keen Intelligence 
and stalely dignity over the liuffalo 
conference, for he is pre-eminently a 
student of commercial and Internation- 
al law. 


Accompanying Justice Kennedy will 


be Mr. Joseph Walton, Q. C. He was 
educated at the Jesuit college of Stony- 
hurst. 
A sincere Roman Catholic in 


religion and au, uncompromising Rad- 
ical in politics, he has not secured a 
place on the English bench to which 
his eminent talents as a barrister have 
entitled him. 
He practiced for sev- 


eral years in Liverpool, the great 
school of English commercial law, and 
Is one of the leaders of the English 
bar, with an immense practice In Lou- 
don. 


In his own specialty, which is mari- 


time and company law, he Is a strong 
advocate, with remarkable lucidity of 
mind, nnd lie Is one of the most genial 
men in the profession, lie n-ilt take 
»u important part in the discussions 
of the conference of international law 
and will also read a paper on "Legal 
Education." before the American Bar 
association. 


Another delegate is Mr. Thomas Gil- 


bert Carver, Q, C., who will lake an 
active part iu the Buffalo conference. 
He look high rank at St. John's col- 
lege, Cambridge, and practiced law for 
17 years in Liverpool before going to 
London, where he has won a great 
reputation in commercial and mari- 
time cases. 


Mr. Carver's chief interest in the 


conference lies in the adoption of fl 
new code of rules In marine Insur- 
ance, by which American, English aud 
continental practice may be brought 
into accord and uniformity without 
legislation. The system which he ad- 
vocates deals with points on which 
serious differences occur in the law 
and practice of maritime countries nnd 
If Ihe proposed rules are incorporaled 
In policies .will operale by contract, 
like the York-Antwerp rules, to pre- 
vent conflicts in marine Insurance law. 


Mr. Carver took a prominent part in 


the last conference of the International 
Law association, nnd he will explain 
his new rules at both meetings to be 
hold in Buffalo. 
If ho be properly 


supported by the leading companies 
as well as the delegates, the Insurance 
Inws of tho world may be simplified 
nnd reformed by the application oC the 
Buffalo rules to the contracts of ma- 
rine policies.

(which may he obtained from n gro 
cer). which will cost about 12 cents 
nml put it lu u large buslii or other 
earthenware vessel containing out 
quart of cold water.

Let it stand 
till cool. This Is called "soda lye." lu 
n larger earthenware vessel melt three 
pounds of any kind of fat without salt 
and for this purpose save all refuse fa 
or grease of iiuy kind from the table 
melted aud the pure fat strained off.

until next day in a cool place to set 
when you will have six pounds of pun 
soap at a cost of about 1- cents foi 
caustic sodit plus the price of fat 
which has the advantage of bleaching 
calico without injuring the fabric.

Eev. Frank Tukusuigi, n native 


minister from Hirosaki, Japitu, ad-

n large audience at the

evening on the subject of Christian- 
ity, and Its Influences in Japan. He 
said:

Japan has Ijeen governed by the 
iame dynasty and 
during 2.100 


years of that time, the Japanese have 
been, heathen, have worshipped idols, 
snakes and other things. 
It was 


about 400 years ngo Unit the first 
Christians arrived in Japan nnd they 
were Roman Catholics. 
Tho people 


at that period welcomed the white 
people to their shores, opened their 
homes to them and also opened an 
extensive commerce with them. The 
Catholic priests sent out to convert 
the Japanese, met with u great suc- 
cess and thousands of the people ol' 
Japan were made Christians. 


The imperial government after a 


time became distrustful of the priests 
and afraid of the immense influence 
they had acquired and determined to 
banish them. 
Therefore an edict of 


banishment was issued against the 
priests, and the Japanese who had 
already been converted were warned 
to give up their religion or they 
would be crucified. 
Many did give 


up the Christian religion but there 
were nlso many who would not, and 
they perished fur their Christian be- 
lief. 


My friends, that is why it was 


so hard for the Christian people of 
the early part of this century to get 
into Japan, The people thought that 
the Christians wore trying to get 
hold of their government nnd for 
that reason Christians were forbid- 
den the country. In loCK the groat 
Commodore Perry visited Japan for 
the purpose of making n treaty with 
that country and establishing .1 com- 
merce between that people of Japan 
and 
the 
Americans. After 
much 


trouble, this end was accomplished 
and how thankful the Japanese peo- 
ple today are for that treaty. The 
good Christian missionaries of the 
protestant faith went among the peo- 
ple and won their hearts by their 
kind and loving ways, and by inter- 
course with the great nations of the 
world, Japan has been lifted from 
the darkness of Confucianism, Budd- 
hism, Shinto ism and other idoltar- 
oxis faiths, till she is now one of the 
leading nations of the earth. 


"Christian friends, I could enumer- 


ate many cases where the Japanese 
people have made great sacrifices for 
their Christian belief. 
There are 


many Christian Japanese who have 
occupied high positions in the gov- 
ernment and who have enjoyed great 
wealth, who have sacrificed all, even 
life itself, that they might rescue 
their countrymen from the depths of 
idoltary. Japan is rapidly becoming 
a Christian nation and it will be n 
mater of but n. few-years until the 
government will be administered un- 
der Christian principles. Let the

If you cannot be a mis- 
sionary yourself, you can do a great 
deal of missionary work by sending 
money to the Japanese missions that 
it may bo used to further tho great 
work and remember that even the 
smallest contribution sent: to these 
missions will help to bring a be- 
nighted soul into the fold of Christ." 


Rev. Takasuigi 1ms been in the 


United States for ten years and his 
preaching in different ports of the 
country has aroused great interest in 
Japanese missions. 
He has a per- 


fect command of the English lan 
age, and is nil exceptionally fine 
speaker. 
Mr. Tnknsuig-i expects to 


return to his home in Japan next 
year where he will engage in mis- 
sionary work.

DIED SUDDENLY. 


Ho Lived Alone in n Cottage—Hnd 


Anticipated Death—No Known 


Relatives. 


Sunday afternoon Sheriff Melching 


received a telephone message from 
New Haven informing him that the 
dead body of Charles Busch had been 
found in a bed at his home, where he 
lived alone. The sheriff sent word to 
Deputy Coroner C. E. Barnelt nnd 
then went to New Haven on the 8:30 
Nickel Plnte train. 


Neighbors of Mr. Busch, who wns 


seventy-five years old. saw 
him 


about the yard Saturday afternoon, 
but Sunday he wns not seen nnd the 
cot Inge remained closed all dny. 
Late in the afternoon nn entrance 
wns gained to the house nnd Busch 
was found dead in bed. 
His body 


was in a sitting posture at the head 
of the bed and there were indications 
that he had suffered intensely. On 
a chair near the bed were his best 
clothes nnd some clean linen, which 
li.icl probably beL'ii brought out in 
preparation for the usual Sunday 
change of clothing. 


Deputy Coroner Barnelt says that 


death resulted from general debility 
caused by the ravages of old age. 
He had often made the statement 
that he might die suddenly and ex- 
pressed 
no 
fenr of meeting his 


Maker. 
Only last week he com- 


menced the preparation of papers 
which would huve mnde Peter Ecliin- 
kel administrator of his affairs. In 
his New Haven home wns found 
some notes, $ti9.73 in cash, a $200 
certificate of deposit on the Hamil- 
ton bank and a contract for the pur- 
chnse of a piece of property in this 
city from Mrs. Fredericks JOSSP, now 
Mrs. Jacob Hiser. 


Mr. Busch lived in Fort Wayne for 


a number of years, but after the 
death of his wife in 1803 he moved 
to New Haven nnd has since resided 
there.
